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DETAILED ACTION 

Indicated Allowability Withdrawn 

1 . Indicated allowability of claim 7 made in the last Office Action is withdrawn in 
view of the new grounds of rejection made hereinbelow. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

2. Claims 1-3, 8-9 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Pederson (2001/003872) made in the last Office Action has been 
withdrawn in view of the amendment filed on February 2, 2006. 

3. Claims 1-3, 8-9 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Byne (3936944) made in the last Office Action has been withdrawn in 
view of the amendment. 

4. Claims 4-6 and 1 0-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pederson in view of Eggertsen (4351 113) has been withdrawn in view of the 
amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2-1 1 have been considered but are 
. moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 2-9are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Eggertsen (4351 1 13) in view of Pederson (2001/0003872). 

Eggertsen disclose a measuring tape with adhesive on its back surface and printed 

measuring information on its front surface (see drawings). The tape is in a roll form and 

can be 2 A inches wide (col. 3, lines 67-68) to provide for facilitating storage and 

transportation. However, Eggertsen fails to teach the presence of an adhesive layer 

over the printed surface of the tape. Pederson relates to a tape device comprising a roll 

of tape having a first and second end, a first and second edge, and a first and second 

surface, and a coating of releasable adhesive is disposed on the measuring indicia 

printed surface of the tape (figure-2; and abstract). The tape is flexible and fabricated 

from paper (paragraph-[0028]). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having 

ordinary skill in the art to utilize Pederson's teaching of adhesive on the printed surface 

of the tape in the invention of Eggertsen with the motivation to protect the printed indicia 

and facilitate adhering two surfaces together. 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, it would have been obvious to optimize the tape width for 
facilitating storage. 

As for claims 10 and 1 1 , it is conventional and well known in the measuring tape art to 
provide measuring indicia in inches and centimeters along opposite edges. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 2-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7, as recited, is found to be indefinite because it is not clear as to the location of 
the printed indicia with respect to the adhesive layer when disposed on the same 
surface of the tape.
